Town turns out to 


remember war dead 


LYME Regis turned out in force over the weekend to pay 
homage to those who made the ultimate sacrifice in two 
world wars. 

Ninety-five men of Lyme were killed in the First and 
Second World Wars. 

The remembrance programme, co-ordinated by David 
Manners, chairman of the Lyme Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion, started with the laying of wreaths 
on Armistice Day. 

On Saturday a ceremony was held at the memorial in 
the cemetery to the 511 seaman who lost their lives in the 
sinking of HMS Formidable in 1915, followed by wreath 
laying at the Polish memorial in Anning Road. St 
Michael’s Parish Church was packed for the remem¬ 
brance service on Sunday following a parade through 
town by uniformed organisations.

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Local businesses invited to get involved 
with discount card for Lyme residents 


LYME Regis businesses are invited to get involved 
with the new residents’ discount card at a breakfast 
meeting next week. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is launching the Gate¬ 
way Card, which will be available to local resi¬ 
dents, providing them with discounts, concessions 
and special offers. 

The scheme is part of the council’s commitment 
to help local residents who support the town all¬ 
year-round. 

Local businesses are invited to attend a breakfast 
meeting on Tuesday, November 22nd at 8.30am in 
the Monmouth Room at the Royal Lion Hotel. 

The meeting will be an opportunity for the coun¬ 
cil to discuss with businesses how they might par¬ 
ticipate in the scheme over tea, coffee and cakes. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of the 
council’s Tourism, Community and Publicity 
Committee, said: “This will an opportunity for 


local businesses to discuss the scheme with the 
council, ask questions, make suggestions about 
how the scheme might work best, and to start 
spreading the ‘shop local’ message.” 

The council already offers free residents’ parking 
at certain times, but is looking to extend the range 
of benefits on offer, to include discounts on wed¬ 
dings at the Guildhall, beach hut hire, room hire, 
mini golf and table tennis. 

Councillor Reynolds said: “The council very 
much hopes that as many local businesses as pos¬ 
sible will also decide to participate in the scheme 
and offer discounts and special offers of their own 
to local residents. 

“The aim is to reward local residents and to help 
support local businesses by encouraging local 
shopping whenever possible.” 

The card has been designed by pupils at St 
Michael’s Primary and Woodroffe Schools, and 


the winning designs will be revealed at the meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday. 

The Gateway Card will be introduced in early- 
2017 and will be available to all Lyme residents, 
provided those under 16 have proof of parental 
consent. 

After the first year, the scheme will be reviewed, 
with the possibility of extending it to include res¬ 
idents and businesses in Charmouth and Uplyme, 
and the views of local businesses will be sought 
on this idea.

Police warn skateboarders 
against skipping traffic lights 


Work on Three Cups will 
not start until autumn 2017 


POLICE have issued a safety warn¬ 
ing after receiving reports of skate¬ 
boarders skating through red traffic 
lights in Church Street, Lyme Regis. 

Commenting on social network¬ 
ing site Facebook, a local police offi¬ 
cer said they did not want to see a 
fatal accident in the town and re¬ 
minded skateboarders that they 
had a "fantastic new skatepark" in 
which to practise their skills. 

They commented: "This morning 
whilst on patrol it has been brought 
to my attention that some of our 
local skateboarders have been 
skateboarding down Church Street 
and through red traffic lights on 
their way back into Lyme Regis. 

"Statistics show around 52 per 
cent of skateboarding injuries occur 
to children under the age of 15 with 
85 per cent being male. Common 


injuries such as fractures and facial 
injuries can be avoided by wearing 
the appropriate safety gear and 
skateboarding in the appropriate 
place. 

"The practice of bombing (for 
non-skaters this means riding 
downhill fast on your board) is a 
main factor in fatal skateboarding 
accidents! Please, lets not have an 
incident like this in Lyme. You have 
a fantastic new skatepark which 
generations before you did not 
have. 

"There is no excuse for endanger¬ 
ing your life or that of others by 
being reckless in one of the town's 
most congested roads.Traffic lights 
are for all road users and drivers do 
not expect to be confronted by 
skateboarders against the flow of 
traffic."

TOWN councillors have been told that 
work to redevelop the dilapidated 
Three Cups Hotel in Lyme Regis will 
not start until autumn 2017. 

Palmers Brewery, which owns the 
former hotel in Broad Street, have re¬ 
ceived planning permission to con¬ 
vert the grade II listed building into 
retail units on the ground floor with 
apartments above and a restaurant 
and letting rooms in the car park at 
the rear of the building, including 
public access into Langmoor Gardens. 

However, it was re¬ 
ported at a meeting of 
the council's Planning 
Committee last night 
(Tuesday) that substan-

tive work to the building, which has 
stood empty for almost 30 years, was 
not expected to start until autumn 
2017 due to both the complexities of 
the site and the desire to minimise 
disruption in the centre of Lyme 
Regis during the busy summer 
months. 

Palmers Brewery is also currently 
seeking planning permission to refur¬ 
bish the Pilot Boat Inn in Lyme Regis, 
as well as convert the former Angel 
Inn in Coombe Street into living ac¬ 
commodation for its staff.

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Success for local rowers at Bermudian regatta 


LOCAL gig rowers have just returned from Lyme Regis'twin town 
of St George's in Bermuda following a successful week of com¬ 
peting in the island's first regatta. 

With the UK gig rowing season drawing to a close, Lyme Regis 
Gig Club was delighted to be invited to take part in the Bermuda 
Pilot Gig Club's inaugural international regatta. 

Putting rivalries aside, the Lyme Regis rowers joined forces with 
those from surrounding clubs on the Jurassic Coast to form 'Team 
Jurassic', including members from Sidmouth, Weymouth, Port¬ 
land and Swanage. 

Two male and two female crews travelled across the Atlantic to 
take part in the regatta, where they competed against teams from 
Bermuda, the Netherlands and USA, as well as a team from Rame, 
representing Cornwall, and Appledore from Devon. 

A series of regattas, held at three locations on the island, saw 
the local teams - named 'Lyme Regis'and 'Team Jurassic'for scor¬ 
ing and identification purposes - excel on the customary kite¬ 
shaped courses and the choppy waters Mangrove Bay and the 
Americas Cup arena at Spanish Point.

At the awards ceremony after the final regatta, Lyme Regis Gig 
Club member Phil Hayward presented their Bermudian hosts 
with a model wooden gig built at Lyme Regis Boat Building 
Academy. 

Phil paid tribute to the organisers, commenting: "This was the 
best sporting experience of my life. Your hospitality, warmth and 
friendliness shown towards us was just outstanding. We have 
been treated as though we were visiting royalty. 

"The organisation and attention to detail was superb and I think 
many of us have learned some lesson on how to put on a success¬ 
ful regatta."

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Lyme commemorates its war dead with 


A WEEKEND of events was held in Lyme Regis to 
mark remembrance, including a well-attended parade 
through the town on Sunday morning. 

Commemorations started on Friday with a short ser¬ 
vice around the war memorial in Monmouth Street for 
Armistice Day 

The service, led by the Reverend Jane Skinner, was 
attended by members of the Royal British Legion and 
several local councillors, as well as members of the 
public. A two-minute silence was observed and 
wreaths were laid at the war memorial by the Mayor 
of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, and presi¬ 
dent of the Royal British Legion Lyme Regis branch, 
Philip Evans. 

The Last Post was played by Denis Bye and the Ex¬ 
hortation and Kohima Epitaph were delivered by Mr 
Evans. 

Further wreath laying services were held on Satur¬ 
day morning, with respects paid at the HMS 
Formidable grave in the town’s cemetery. Mr Evans 
laid a wreath on the grave before members of the Le¬ 
gion placed crosses on all the Commonwealth graves 
in the cemetery. 

The congregation then moved on to the Polish war 
memorial in Anning Road, where Legion members 
were joined by several town councillors and residents. 
Wreaths were laid again by Mr Evans, the mayor and 
Anya Driver, welfare officer for the Legion branch, 
who also sang the Polish national anthem. 

On Remembrance Sunday, the annual parade was 
led down Broad Street to St Michael’s Church by 
drummer Warren Jones and serving members of the 
Armed Forces. 

Other organisations represented in the procession in¬ 
cluded the Royal British Legion, the Woodroffe 
School’s Combined Cadet Force and head boy and 
girl, the police, fire service, lifeboat crew, coastguards, 
Rotary Club, the 1st Lym Valley Scouts, St Michael’s 
Primary School and Lyme Regis Majorettes.

During the service, wreaths were laid at the alter by 
representatives of local organisations. The mayor de¬ 
livered the lesson, prayers were led by the Reverend 
Keith Vivian and hymns were accompanied by Lyme 
Regis Town Band. 

Band member David Tozer played the Last Post and 
Reveille and Mr Evans read the Roll of Honour and 
delivered the Exhortation and Kohima Epitaph. 

Nurse Tammy Hallett-Winton spoke of her recent 
experience caring for three war veterans - two En¬ 
glish and one German - and of her grandfather Rex 
Hallett, the first Lyme Regis man to enlist when war 
was declared in 1939, whom she never met (seepage 
9 ). 

A collection was taken for the Poppy Appeal and 
the service finished with the national anthem. 

Following the service, the procession reassembled 
and was led back to Cobb Gate, where all those taking 
part were greeted and thanked by the mayor and Mr 
Evans before being formally dismissed. 

A Remembrance Sunday parade was also held in 
Charmouth, stopping at the war memorial to place 
wreaths before heading to St Andrew’s Church for a 
service. Those to lay wreaths included the parish 
council, Royal British Legion, National Coastwatch 
Institution, Royal Voluntary Service, the 1st Char- 
mouth Scouts, Brownies, fire service and police.

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Poppy presented on Remembrance Sunday 


AS part of the remembrance service in 
St Michael’s Parish Church, Lyme 
Regis, on Sunday a ceramic poppy was 
presented to the Vicar, the Reverend 
Jane Skinner, in memory of all those 
local men who lost their lives in the two 
world wards. 

The poppy, one of a limited edition of¬ 
fered for sale after the carpet of poppies 
at the Tower of London, was presented 
by the Hallett family. It was mounted in 
a case especially made by local carpen¬ 
ter Tim Beviss, and included a photo of 
Rex Hallett, the first Lyme Regis man to 
enlist when war was declared in 1939. 

The encased poppy will be displayed 
next to the war memorial window in the 
church. It was presented to the Rev¬ 
erend Skinner by Tammy Hallett-Win- 
ton, a nurse who had earlier spoken to 
the congregation about her recent expe¬ 
rience caring for three war veterans - 
two English and one German. She also 
spoke touchingly about her grandfather, 
Rex Hallett, whom she never met. 


Rex Hallett was a reservist with the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers when war broke 
out. He joined up at the age of 40 and 
having served in Dunkirk, Africa and 
Egypt he was killed in Italy in 1944, in 
Umbria, when a landmine exploded . At 
the time he was 44 years-old and is the 
oldest soldier buried in the war grave 
cemetery at Lake Bolsena. 

Mr Hallett was the husband of Mrs 
Muriel Hallett, a stalwart of the 
Women’s Section of the Lyme Regis 
branch of the Royal British Legion for 
many years, being the women’s section 
Standard Bearer. 

He was the father of Maureen 
Wheeler, Pam Kaxe and local councillor 
Derek Hallett. All of them have visited 
their father’s war grave, as have Derek’s 
son and niece. 

Derek Hallett, who is also a mace- 
bearer, is pictured above with Tammy 
presenting the poppy, accompanied by 
sister Pam, son John and brother-in-law 
Doug.

Lyme Matters

D RESSED in her nurse 
uniform, Lyme girl 
Tammy Hallett-Winton 
looked over the pulpit and 
took a deep breath. 

The parish church was packed for 
the annual remembrance service. 
And putting her nerves to one side, 
Tammy delivered a word perfect ten- 
minute account of how she had been 
caring for three World War II veter¬ 
ans, two English and one German, in 
Bridport General Hospital. 

She also spoke with great pride 
about the grandfather she had never 
met - Rex Hallett, the first man in 
Lyme to enlist when war was de¬ 
clared in September 1939. As a re¬ 
servist with the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, he left the very next day, 


aged 40. 

Sadly, Rex Hallett never saw his 
grandchildren. He died in 1944 when 
the jeep he was driving in Italy was 
blown up, killing two officers as well. 

He is the oldest soldier buried in 
the war cemetery near Lake Bolsena 
in Italy. 

Tammy delivered her speech beau¬ 
tifully and when she returned to her 
pew, she took a deep breath as much 


to say: “I did it.” She certainly did 
and her father and family were justi¬ 
fiably proud of her. 

Tammy also presented a ceramic 
poppy mounted in a case in memory 
of her granddad and all those who 
made the supreme sacrifice. It will 
be erected next to the war memorial 
window in the church (see photo 
right). 

Top marks also to town band mem¬ 


ber bugler David Tozer, from 
Axminster, who gave a faultless ren¬ 
dition of the Last Post and the 
Reveille. 

Later, I had to stand in that pulpit, 
as President of the Lyme branch of 
the Royal British Legion, to read the 
names of the 95 men of Lyme who 
fell in two world wars. I wrote in 
this column last year what an emo¬ 
tional experience that was. 

I have spoken in church many 
times in recent years, mainly deliv¬ 
ering eulogies to some of Lyme’s 
most respected citizens. It is never 
easy, but reading out of the names of 
people from families among whom I 
have grown up is a different experi¬ 
ence. 

The secret is not to make eye con¬ 
tact with any of the mourners or 
family members connected with the 
names you are mentioning. On this 
occasion I caught a glimpse of Derek 
Hallett, one of my boyhood foot¬ 
balling heroes, councillor, mace- 
bearer and son of Rex Hallett, and 
saw his lip tremble. My voice 
croaked and I thought I would lose 
it. 

I’m also conscious at this time of 
year that there may well be a few in 
church who would justifiably ask 
why, as someone with no military 
experience should be entrusted with 
such a task. 

It was something I thought hard 
about before agreeing to take on the 
post. I knew that former president 
and vice-president, Cecil Quick and 
Bill Reed, both wanted me to do it 



before they died and one of the pres¬ 
sures of the job is not to let them 
down. 

There are a number of branch 
presidents in the UK who did not 
serve Queen and country. We don’t 
vote and therefore have no influence 
over the decision-making. 

In my case, I am able to generate 
publicity for the branch through my 
newspapers and beyond and perpet¬ 
uate the wonderful work that the Le¬ 
gion does. 

My term of office is for three years 
and when that time arrives I will be 
more than willing to stand down to 
make way with someone with mili¬ 
tary experience, but I will still do 
my best for the Legion - and espe¬ 
cially for Cecil and Bill.

That was a real life- 
changer. I later lived in Docklands and got to love East-en- 
ders (the people, not the programme!). 

Lyme is undoubtedly a 12-month a year resort now. I am 
always being accused by some of the people with whom I 
grew up of being a "visitor-lover". I certainly don't love 
them - but I don't hate them either. I appreciate that with¬ 
out the incoming masses local shops would struggle to 
survive and that means my business would find it even 
tougher than we do now in the toughest time ever for 
local newspapers. 

The View from Lyme is the biggest private enterprise em¬ 
ployer in town and so keeping them in work is my number 
one priority and the main reason why I haven't retired - 
and if that means welcoming visitors, so be it.

County council elections to go ahead next year 


DORSET county councillors have been told that, fol¬ 
lowing advice from the Department for Communities 
and Local Government, county council elections will 
take place as scheduled in May 2017. 

In July, county councillors learnt that elections to 
any new unitary councils which may be formed fol¬ 
lowing consultation across Dorset might take place 
in 2018 - only a year after the next county council 
elections were due to be held. 

Councillors wanted to avoid the unnecessary cost - 
around an extra £800,000 - of running two elections 
very close together and asked council officers to ex¬ 
plore the options around the 2017 elections. 

Dorset County Council leader, Robert Gould, said: 


“Understandably councillors wished to avoid the cost 
to council taxpayers of holding elections in both 2017 
and 2018 and felt it was sensible to explore whether 
the 2017 elections could be delayed. 

“We have taken specialist legal advice and have 
held discussions with colleagues in the Department 
for Communities and Local Government. No deci¬ 
sions have been made on the future shape of councils 
in Dorset and we cannot pre-determine the outcome 
of discussions which will take place in all nine coun¬ 
cils in January next year. 

“Therefore, although the government has every 
sympathy with the council’s wish to avoid unneces¬ 
sary cost, next year’s elections will need to go ahead

Helping our older community - together 


LymeForward, the partnership of many local 
groups helping to make Lyme Regis, Char- 
mouth and Uplyme such community-minded 
places, recently confirmed its change in legal 
status. 

For a dozen years LymeForward has been one 
of the enterprises managed by Lyme Regis De- 
velopmentTrust.With important funding from 
both Lyme Regis Town Council and West 
Dorset District Council, it is now a free-stand¬ 
ing, self-governing body, answerable directly 
to its large membership. 

Differentiating more clearly the respective 
community jobs of the DevelopmentTrust and 
of LymeForward should, overtime, make it eas¬ 
ier for residents to understand what each or¬ 
ganisation does and how to get actively 
involved - for communities across the country 
must rely for their welfare more and more on 
shared voluntary effort and mutual support. 

Both bodies have important relations with 
the democratically-accountable local councils, 
whose own roles look set to adapt as the 
county and district councils reorganise. So 
being clear about 'who does what' - whether 
councils, DevelopmentTrust or LymeForward 
- is important: overlap is wasteful, confusion or 
conflict very damaging. 

This newspaper has offered space for Ly¬ 
meForward regularly to let readers know more 
about what it's doing and how it works. This 
time, let's focus on examples from just one of 
its many and varied tasks: helping residents 
who need social or medical support but find 
this increasingly difficult to obtain as funding 
cuts and pressure on charitable services take 
hold. 

There's clear evidence nationally that our age¬ 
ing population means greater loneliness and 
isolation, with serious impact on psychological 
and physical health. In our area, with its above- 
average proportion of elderly people, this is a 
challenge for us all to make sure that people 
are better connected to each other as they get

older. 

With volunteers from the Help@Hand group 
in Uplyme, LymeForward started a cookery 
class for men. An informal social group meet¬ 
ing each Wednesday morning in The Bethany 
Chapel in Coombe Street, members learn cook¬ 
ery skills to use at home, as well as enjoying the 
sociability. Originally supported by chef Mark 
Evans from Tierra Restaurant, the classes are 
now volunteer-led. Recently, the group pre¬ 
pared and cooked a lunch at the Old Dairy 
Kitchen, based at Trill Farm, for over 20 commu¬ 
nity members. 

Another urgent issue is the growing inci¬ 
dence of dementia: one in three people over 
65 will develop it, and two-thirds of those af¬ 
fected are women. The impact is double: on 
those with the condition, and on those family 
and friends who act as carers. Most types of de¬ 
mentia can't be cured, but if detected early its 
advance can be slowed and mental function 
maintained. 

LymeForward is now setting up a support 
group, in Lyme, for those who are worried 
about the onset of dementia, have been diag¬ 
nosed with it, or are caring for someone with 
the condition - for the nearest such group has 
previously been in Bridport. An informal social 
gathering, its first get-together will be in the 
Bethany Chapel (Coombe Street) at 10am on 
Tuesday, November 29th.

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Town Mill exhibition to feature unique furniture 


A DISPLAY of stunning, bespoke wooden furniture cre¬ 
ated by designer and maker Joshua Johansen will take 
pride of place in the latest exhibition to open at the 
Malthouse Gallery at theTown Mill in Lyme Regis from 
November 17th to 24th. 

Alongside this stylish furniture will be garden-in- 
spired abstract paintings by Philip Clayton and figura¬ 
tive works by Elizabeth Eade. 

From Kauai in the Hawaiian Islands, Joshua was in¬ 
troduced to the world of woodwork from a young age, 
as his grandfather ran a local sawmill. At college, he 
started producing furniture inspired by iconic wood¬ 
workers such as Sam Maloof and Henry Weeks. 

In 2015, Josh moved to England and set up his new 
workshop, Joshua Rose Woodwork, in Axminster, and 
this will be his first exhibition since leaving Hawaii. 

Joshua's furniture has been crafted from Rippled 
Sycamore, a pale wood native to England, and sustain¬ 
ably-harvested Figured Koa, an exceptionally rare 
wood endemic to Hawaii. 

Koa is part of the Acacia family of trees. It is recog¬ 
nised as one of the finest woods in the world due to 
its exceptional colour and grain, with figured Koa dis¬ 
playing an almost 3D appearance. 

Curly Koa furniture has never been available to pur¬ 
chase in the UK before, with the wood being commer¬ 


cially unavailable. 

In ancient Hawaii, Koa wood was harvested exclu¬ 
sively for Hawaiian royalty. By the turn of the century, 
Koa was called the Hawaiian Mahogany and used ex¬ 
tensively by the upper class for furniture, staircases 
and other woodworks. 

Today, Koa continues to be a widely recognised sym¬ 
bol of prestige and is also coveted by luthiers for its 
tonal properties and exceptional beauty. Sadly, it is 
now one of the rarest woods due to over ranching and 
lack of reforestation programmes. 

When he is not making furniture, Joshua also crafts 
beautiful bespoke shepherd huts. 

"I fell in love with the huts while researching England 
in Hawaii, and I was moved by their history and 
beauty. I am currently making a 20ft hut complete 
with bathroom and kitchen which affords the user a 
little more luxury than the shepherds of old had!," said 
Joshua. 

The exhibition will also display oil paintings by Phil 
Clayton, who is curator of the Town Mill galleries and 
a supporter of the charity Art for Youth. His exciting 
and unique style captures the atmosphere of the mo¬ 
ment, both physically and emotionally. 

Having studied at Cambridge School of Art, Eliza¬ 
beth Eade is a Dorset-based artist, who produces 
graphic images that 
verge on the surreal and 
symbolical, which will 
also feature in the exhibi¬ 
tion. 

As a "proud" dyslexic, 
she has always felt the 
need to communicate in 
a visual manner. As she 
puts it:"I feel it is my most 
effective means of com¬ 
munication. Essentially, 
my best chance of being 
understood." 

This fascinating exhibi¬ 
tion will be open daily 
from 10.30am to 4.30pm, 
admission is free, and

Strain mixture 
from shaker into the martini glass. Top off with 
the carbonated water. Put in a festive red 
straw and/or garnish with a mini candy cane. 



CANDY CANE MARTINI 

Ingredients: 

50 ml berry-flavored vodka 
50 ml white Creme de Menthe 
25 ml peppermint schnapps 
Cranberry juice 
Ice 

Martini shaker 

Mini candy canes (for the rim and garnish) 

Instructions: 

Put small candy canes into a quart size freezer 
bag and crush them by using a rolling pin. 
Continue until there are small pieces for rim of 
glass. Combine the vodka, Creme de Menthe 
and peppermint schnapps in a martini shaker 
filled with ice, then shake. Let sit for a minute. 
While mixture is sitting, coat the rim of the 
glass with the crushed candy canes.To rim the 
glass pour candy cane pieces onto a shallow 
plate. Dip glass rim into water, followed by the 
sugar. Strain mixture from shaker into the 
martini glass. Top off with the cranberry juice. 
Garnish with a mini candy cane.

MARVELLOUS MINCE PIES 


PAUL Hollywood prefers melt-in-the-mouth pas¬ 
try for his fruity mince pies, so this recipe is nice 
and short 
PREP: 45 MINS 
COOK: 15 MINS 
SERVES: 16 

Ingredients: 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 600g) 

2 satsuma, segmented 

1 apple, finely chopped 
zest 1 lemon 

little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry 
375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, softened 



125g caster sugar, plus extra for sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 beaten egg for glazing 
Instructions: 

Place the flour and butter in a bowl and rub to¬ 
gether to a crumb consistency. Add the sugar 
and the egg, and mix together. Tip out onto a 
lightly floured surface and fold until the pastry 
comes together, be careful not to over mix. Wrap 
the pastry in cling film and chill for 10 mins. 

Scoop the mincemeat into a bowl and add the 
satsumas, apple and zest. 

Heat oven to 220C/200C fan/gas 7. Roll out the 
pastry to 3mm thick. Using a round cutter (about 
10cm), cut out 16 bases and place them into 
muffin trays. Put 11/2 tbsp mincemeat mixture 
into each. Brush the edge of each pie with a little 
beaten egg. Re-roll out the pastry to cut 7cm lids 
and press them on top to seal. Glaze with the rest 
of the egg, sprinkle with caster sugar, then make 
a small cut in the tops. 

Bake mince pies for 15-20 mins until golden 
brown. Leave to cool before releasing them from 
the muffin trays and dusting with icing sugar. 
Serve.
